Tha «a(tlng>tablna, tha moat im- 
portant piaoea of apparatua la a plate- 
glaas works, are nineteen foot long, 
fourteen foot wide and seven Indies 
thick. Each Is provided with an Iron 
roller, thirty Inobea In dIametaFand 
nfUien feet long. Strips of Iron on 
each side ot tha tabln aiTurd a bearing 
for tho rollora anddolormlno tho thick- 
ness of tho phito of Klaus to 1)0 cast 
The rough pinto ia oomrnonly nine- 
slxluonths of an inch in thloknaat; 
after poliabing, it ia reduced Id alx or 
noTen-alxtoentha. The eaallng-lablea 
are mounted on wheels and mn on a' 
track that rem liei every furnoco and 
onnoall-ig oven in tho building. Tho 
table having boon wheeled as near as 
|M)«sihlo to tho melting turnaoo, tho pot 
ill molten glass Is Uflod by moans of 
eriine. nnd Its contents quickly pourod 
on the liible. The heavy iron roller is 
then jHwsed from end to end, spread- 
ing the glass Into a Utfer of uni- 
form thickness. The whole opeimtlon 
of oastUig soareely oeeuplea more time 
than it tokos to de a ortba U. Eaoh 
movement la made with alMwt nerv- 
ous rapidity. Few induitriea offer auoh 
fine scenic display as the pouring of 
molton gloss. One feels like crying 
Sneml It ia so very brilliant 

In oontaot with tha oold metal ci the 
tablo, the glass ooola rapidly. As soon 
oa posslblob tho door of the annealing 
ovon Is opened, and the plate of gloss 
Introduoed. The Boor o( the orao Is 
ou the tama level ai the oaating tablo, 
ao that til* tratiibr oaa bo oonvenlent- 
ly and qaMMy tnade, Whan. alMr 

several days, the gloss ia )^)^.OBt ol 
tho ovon. Its surface la found to da de- 
cldodly rough and unoven. A small 
quuDtlty Is used In tbla condition fei 
sky-llghts and other purpoaea whom 
strength is required irtthout tranapar- 
enay. It is known ;if <Sb». ite-ket aa 
rough plate. The greater part of the 
glass, however, ia ^rouad, amoothed 
and polished befora it UiaMa the cs- 
lobllshmonl.— Prof.'C Monford Uen- 
dunioii.

Tha flabarmao, half 
naked, wade Into the aea, ahouldar deep, 
armed with long hook forks ond hand 
not*. Tho womon slaiul along tho 
ahore aa near as they can to tho 
wavea. Tho men poke up tho mosaaa 
of aeawood with their forka and 
drag them In toward tho shore 
for as possible. With their 
nets they endeavor to seeuro tho 
liiri i H ol amlier that m:iy be Heating 
in tho walur. As fast as the 
weed ia got tB tha iMe l^ ua pi B fa n 
take it and pick out the Mta' of 
Hull iiuiy be clinging to it and ploco 
them ill li:i;:s ready for tho dealer. 
SiHue dealers stoy on tho bench whllo 
tile lisliing is going on, thus hoping to 
Bocuro particularly fine spoclmcns."

Kach boat has a diver » ho is sent down 
to poke over tliu seaweed, discover the 
blocks ot amber aad ralaa It to the aur> 
face. Eaoh diver raoalna under water 
for Hvo houra at a stretch and the la- 
bor ia aoid to be very trying. Somo- 
times auch large blocka ore found that 
it takea the united atranglh ol two or 
even throo men to bring them to tha 
surface. Mosses of audi aiae bring 
from %lb to tl-W opieoo, the price tor 
onliunry nuiber b ^ing but about $4.50 
a pouuil. During' the llshing season 
tho water is Icy cold and the work Is 
prosecuted under great hardships."

Some 
years ago, you know, jowolry was 
quit* extenaivoly made ot 1^ but, with 
tho exception ot children^a beada. it 
Is not used for that purpose to any 
oxUint now. Tho greateat rival ambor 
has nowailnys Is celluloid, outot which 
an exeeient imitation can be mode."—

BLUNDERS ALL AROUND. 

rtomlnlsceiicofl of the Kkmoae C*b*rire of 
the Ucbt ISrigMU, 

The Crimean vrar, whioh l>roke out 
in 18IM, afforded to Lord Lucon tho 

grt>nt opportunity of his life. He wa.i 
llieii llfty-four years old. Imt with tho 
vigor, courage and enor^ry of a man of 
thirty. Hla reputation oa a cavalry 
ofilcer obtained for him the command 
of the cavalry division in tho Crimen, 
and lie took {larl in tho battles of tho 
Alma September ,')d, of Italaklava Oc- 
tol>er 2S, when ho was slightly wound- 
ed, and of Inkurman November 6, 18A4. 
It WU8 at tho battle of Haloklava that 
tho charge of the Light Brigade took 
place — that famous charge in (x>nnoc- 
tloli with whiidi oeoiins of ink havo 
since boon shod, and which remains to 
this hour an Inexplioable mystery, 
about which wo know little more than 
thai. In the I oet Lauroate's words, 
'•BOmc one luid lihiiidered." Tho 
morning of October 2o, ISii, twelve 
thouaaod Buastaua, under Uenenil 
Liprandi. attacked and took a ro- 
doubt in the vicinity of Balalilava, 
manned by aboutthree hundred Turka. 
The victorious Russians then asaallod 
tho British position, and wore driven 
book and severely handled by the 
heavy oavalry under Sir James Scar- 
lett. At this orltical moment an order, 
supposed to havo emnnatod from I.ord 
Kiiglaii, Itiit eoiniminieat^'il through 
Lord Lucan to his brotliur-in-law. Lord 
Cardigan, was delivered to the latter 
by Captain ITolan, who added a few 
contemptuous words of his own when 
I^rd Cardigan a[>[>earod tO hesitate 
about complying with Lord itiiglao'a 
order to charge the llussiaa army, 
whioh had reformed on its own grouoil 
with heavy mosses of artillery la ita 
front. Unfortunately Lord Lucan and 
Cardigan were not on speaking terms, 
and, instead of sending Captain Nolan 
back to Lord Lucau, nxiuoating him 
to repeat the order undar elrenm< 
stanoee which Captain Kolaa should 
havo boon instrtictod to ex- 
plain, Ixird Cardigan, too proud 
to oommunlonte with bia brothei^ln- 
law, proceeded to load bis Light Cav- 
airy roglmanl against the serried ranks 
of the Bussiaos. Then followed that 
splendid but useless display of valor 
oonoeming which the French Coin- 
mander-in-Chief remarked : ' C'o.it mag- 
niOque, maie ce n'eel bus la querro;" 
and ot whleh the praaent Sir Qao^ 
Wombuetl, who took part in it and waa 
among tho few survlvotai is now one of 
tho ablest living chronidera Captain 
Molan, although a staff oflloer, who 
bad no business to engage In the tray, 
joined in tbo charge of tho Light Brig, 
ndo, and was killed by a round shot 
at the head of those gallant horsemen. 
Thoy went Into action C70 strong, led 
by Ixird Cardigan on his niagniflceut 
. thoroughbred charger, but of them no 
more than 198 returned. It Is 
one of the proudest aohlevementa 
of tho Itrltlsh cavalry, that al- 
though "Cannon to right of thorn, 
cannon to loft of tbom. volleyed 
end thundered," thoy made great havoq 
among the enemy, and the only won- 
der is that any of Lord Cardigan's In- 
domitablo followers should have es- 
caped death or cnjiture. Manquets 
havo again and again been ;;iveM hy 
thoir admiring fellow-eouDlrymen to 
the survivors «( that gtorloiia day, 
and, notably, one wbleb took plaoa at 
tho Alexandra Palace on the anniver- 
sary of the battle of llalaklavain 1875. 
The death of Captain Nolan, who had 
oonceived the moat exalted ideas ol 
the oapaeity of the oavalry, removed 
the witness who might have thrown 
most light on the transactions of that 
memorable passage at arms, iwd to 
this hour we know littio more about 
it than that were blunders all rouniL— 
J^oaden TtUgrapk.
